Teacher Shortage 


In Alberta, 440 schools have been clos- 
ed because of the shortage of teachers. 
The pupils of 293 of these are being ac- 
commodated elsewhere, but the pupils of 
117 are getting no instruction whatever. 

The teacher shortage is only second 
arily a war problem. Enlistments have 
reduced the number of available teachers, 
of course. But the situation has largely 
been brought about by the temptation of- 
fered by larger salaries in other kinds of 
jobs. 

In brief, there will be a teacher 
age whenever salaries go up in oth 
tries whether there is a war on or not 
Every little boom will affect the teacher 
supply.

Making Progress 
The development of the tar sands at 


McMurray is a matter of very great im- 
portance — Edmonion because of their 
location, and of ere t importance to the 
province generally because of the immen- 
sity of the deposits and the variety of use- 
ful materials for road-making and other 
purposes which may be recovered from 
the sands 

Private interests pioneered in this de- 
velopment, which was taken over by the 
Dominion some months ago. A power 
plant and separator plant, representing 
the investment of $850,000, will be ready 
for operation in December. While there 
has been some delay on the part of the con- 
sulting engineers as to the best method of 
extracting the oil from the sands and of 
handling the by-products, the refinery is 
expected to be completed by March 

Six months from now, it may therefore 
be expected, this great natural resource 
will be in process of testing on a scale 
large enough to show conclusively the ex- 
tent to which commercial exploitation is 
practicable and advisable. There is every 
reason to hope that the outcome will be 
satisfactory. If so, a great new industry 
will be created at McMurray, for the pro- 
ducts of which there is an indefinitely 
large and certainly permanent demand in 
western Canada. 

There is no question of finding a mar- 
ket for either the oil or the road-materials 
which are known to exist in the tar sands 
in enormous quantities. The only question 
is how to separate these at a cost that will 
make them cheap enough for general use. 
Progress is being made in finding the 
answer.

The three “Double A” leagues, 
who had contributed about 80 per

CHIEF REASONS 

HREE chief reasons why the 

“Double A’s” did not want the 

distribution were: (1) They knew} 
the proposal had been suggested by 
leagues that were planning to sus- 
pend operations for the duration, 
2) They wanted the reserve fund 
maintained promotional or} 
emergency purposes, and (3) They 
knew that if this fund was dissi-| 
pated, taxation soon would be lev- 
ied to build another, and they 
would be paying about 80 per cent | 
of the taxes 

Their difficulties in preventing 
this raid, because each “Double 
A” had but one vote—despite the 
millions of dollars invested in | 
their players and plants—stimu- | 
lated ideas for changing the vot- | 
ing set-up in the minors, Hence |

“Double A” circuit shall have 19 
votes; with the balloting papers 
of lower-classification leagues 
graduated down to one vote for 
the class “D's.”
